RESOLUTION 

Neu' Delhi, the 20th December 1964 

No. 211(l)/64-PY.H .—The Government of India have had under consideration 
the question of securing the willing cooperation of the foodgrains trade in working 
out schemes of controlling prices and equitable distribution of available foodgrains. 

2. In order to create a proper climate of opinion and an understanding among 
the trading community of the part they have to play in the implementation of 
national food policies. Government consider that the constitution of an All-India 
Committee of representatives of the trade in foodgrains will be very helpful in the 
solution of the food problem.
